VACATION HAS BEGUN. 



June Weddings—Killed on the 
KaiIroad--Mr. Leib Dead.

This has been a gala week for 
ColninbiiH. IliKh Street, in fact all 
portions of tlie city, wcn-e never ho 
finely in holiday attire, eelipsing 
the memorial year, 1888, wlien 
the (4. A. R. FlneamiJinent was held 
here. And as to the crowd it was 
simply immense. Ami mII this in 
honor of the hero of Manila Hay, 
A<liniral Dewey, who for two days, 
Wednesday and Thursday, was the 
eity's )?nost. 

In honoting him, the Institution 
formed its part, and did it well too, 
in fact so well that the Admiral 
was loth to lenve the place. 

In honor of the occasion the front 
of the Institution building had been 
gaily decorated with the National 
colors. A large picture on muslin 
was &usi)endod from the veranda 
and underneath it printed in large 



letters : 

" Do not got 
and the oiiouiy."

A large national 
flag formed tin) background. ^At 
the front, on the right, was a i)or- 
trait of Dewey, on \\w left one of 
(iovernor Nash. Plants and flags 
were not wanting. Admiral Dewey 
an<l parly reached the Institution 
about flvo o'clock, and were met 
by Superintendent Jones and taken 
uj) to the <ihapel. Upon entering, 
the whole assemblage as if by 
magic arose, and such a waving of 
handkerchiefs, the sight was most 
beautiful. A smile could b(» seen on 
the countenance of tlui Admiral \\% 
he passed down the aisle, showing 
that lie fully appreciated the com- 
|)liment. The guests were given 
seats in front of the stage, and as 
soon a.'J seated, Supt. Jones stepped 
upon the platform and upoke a few 
words of welcome attacliing to the 
pleasure it had given all (tonnected 
with the institution to be honored 
by so distinguished guest. The 
programme of exercises for the 
occasion was then oommenced. 
Miss Winnie Jones rendered 
" Nearer, my God, to Thee," in 
pantomime ; Mr. Joseph II. Hyers 
sang it, Miss Ijouise Herry being 
at the piano. Misses Jessie Heer, 
Lillian MeFaddeii and Klizalietli 
I)e Lancy gav<« the Star Spangled 
Hsiiner. Wairen Albert portrayed 
"Hero of Manila May," in signs, 
and did it so well that even Dewey 
nodded appre<!iation throiiglioul 
lis rendering. Julia Iliebuk, 
then came forward and piesented 
Admiral Dewey and (Sovernor Nash 
each with a fine boqiiet of flowers, 
in behalf of the (children of the 
Institution. As Dewey took the 
gift he drew the little one to him and 
pressed a kiss upon her cheek, aii<l 
she did seems at all abashed about 
it, but returneil the (iompliment by 
eheering and waving liei hand, 
" Hurrali for Dewey." One of the 
little boys then <!(iiiie lorward an<l 
jiresented another boquet to the 
Admiral for Mrs. Dowey, to accept 
it as coming from the boys of the 
Institution. Superintendent .Joints 
here stated that thii i)r()giamme 
was finished, but liop«Ml th(< Admiral 
an<l (ioveriior Nash would <>xt((n(l it 
by each ad iressiiig tlie childri^n. 
(iovemor Nash as he came forward 
was received with great applause. 
He said : 

" The peo|)le of Ohio are 
very much pleased with the splen- 
did work which has been done fiy 
tli(4 pupils of this Institution during 
llie past year. For tliat reason it 
gives me great pleasuie to do any- 
tliiug that would please you, and 
this is one of the reasons why Ad- 
miral Dewey was asked to come 
Imre this afternoon. I hope he 
will s>iy a word to you." 



As Dewey ar6se he was greeted 
with a great waving of handker- 
chiefs, and it was some little time 
before he could proceed. The 
scene certainly aflfectod him as was 
seen in the emotions of his face. 
When the fluttering of the handker- 
<!hiefs had c(vised, he said : 

" 1 think this is one of the most 
touching and beautiful sights 1 
have ever seen in my life. I am 
glail to see you all so happy and 
contented and, may I ssy, so intel- 
ligent. I have never seen the bat- 
tle of Manila Hay described any 
better than it was by one of you. 
It seems so easy to talk, but I can 
not. I can only say, (irdd bless you 
always, and may you be happy and 
prosperous as long as you live." 

Just as the parly was about to 
start, the whole a.ssemblage rose, 
ami with . Princi|)al PattcMSon as 
loader repeated the Doxology in 
signs. The party was then escort- 
eil out, and in going the Chautau- 
qua Salute was again given, the 
Admiral and Governor bowing and 
extending his hand to a niimbiM' 
along the passage. Th(>ie was a 
big throng out on the gi-ounds to 
see the Admiral as he entered the 
carriage and was driven away. 
Thus passed an oc<!asioii that will 
long be remembered in the history 
of the school. It is said that after 
Dewey left the chapel, he said that 
never in his life had anything 
affected him as did the exorcises in 
the chapel by the deaf and dumb 
children. 

The next day one «)f the teachers 
was at the reception given in the 
State House, and met the Admiral, 
and he again rc'ferred to the exer- 
cises at the school and how touch- 
ing they had been, Mrs. Dewey 
had not been along but was told of 
the alTair, and she greatly regretted 
her absence, saying the Ailniiral 
had been speaking of it to her, and 
what a fine thing she hail missed. 

The Admiral wa.s so pleased with 
the rendering of the piece t)y Mr. 
Albert, that when the latter had 
ooneluded an<l come (l(»wn from the 
stage, he was called by the hero 
and given a hearty shake of the 
hand. Mr. Odohrecht did the inter- 
jin^ting. 

There was a big parade Thnre- 
d/iy afternoon, only a few of the 
inipils were permitted to attend it. 
Very little of it could be seen, for 
such was the crowd along the 
streets. In the evening a display 
of fireworks was given at Franklin 
Park, to which the older pupils 
were tak(>n in charge of teacthers 
ami oni<'ers. The exhibition was a 
very fine one, or that which was 
given, as rain came up and spoiled 
a part of the programme. Among 
the deaf visitors <luring Dewey 
days were : Misses P'lora Charlton 
and Thirma Hoyil, and Messrs. W. 
W. Smith, Umbaugh, Schwartz, 
Long, Morse, Albert, Pell, Swine- 
fcrd, and John Mott.

then. He was a painter by occupa- 
tion, and for about eighteen years 
had been employed at his trade in 
the .shops of the Scioto Valley Rail- 
road, now Norfolk & Western. 
During the recent hard times he 
was discharged, like many others by 
the Company, to curtail expenses, 
and had since then been working at 
whatever he could get. lie was 
married in 1893 to Miss Jennie Nun- 
ley. The child above mentioned 
resulted from the union. Mr. 
Reiniger was well known by the 
deaf hereabouts, and all will regret 
to hear of his death and the manner 
in which it occurred. 

After a heroic struggle of three 
months with a disease that seemed 
at limes to give away to treatment, 
the spirit of .lohn S. Leib fled to its 
Maker, Saturday moining last. 

The funeral services over the re- 
mains were held at his late re- 
sidence, 125 Martin Avenue, and 
were conditcted ijy the rector of 
Trinity Church, Rev. J. II. Atwood, 
Mr. Lepnee Odebrecht doing the 
interpreting for the deaf present, of 
whom there were a large number. 

Mr. Leib was a member of Typo- 
graphical Union No. 5, and the 
funeral arrangements were under 
its management. 

The floral tributes were all fine. 
The Union sent a large broken 
wheel, the P/¥ss-Po.s/ Chapel, Gates 
Ajar. A large pillow of roses 
and CHrnations with the words " At 
ivst " in the centei, came from 
deaf friends, a sheaf of roses from 
the Prf.ss-I'oftl. There were others 
from friends of the deceased. The 
pall bearers were all printers Three, 
Messrs. J. C. Carson, .loseph Scott 
and William Keegan, belonged to 
the Typographical Union, the fourth 
was k', W. iJhartea. 

Mr. Leib at the time of his death 
was aged forty year-s, sev(>u months, 
and twenty-two days. He lost his 
hearing durirrg infancy, and er.tci'cd 
the iiiHtitutioii here in 1870, and 
gi'ailuated in 1880. He entered 
Gallaudet ("ollege in the Fall of the 
same year as a pr-eparatory student, 
but i-elinquished his studies at the 
end of the Freshman year. 

While a pupil here he worked in 
the printing offlce, and this was the 
foundation for his calling, for he 
preferred this kind of work to any 
othei. He se<'ured a case in the 
Lcitgcr- Record office, ami later in 
the IhiHy Statcsitiaiu where he was 
employed up to the time of his ill- 
ness liegan. Though the paper 
passed under several different 
managements and also names, end- 
ing with the />f,s.s-Po.s7, .Tohn kept 
his place, for he was a good work- 
man, and could always be relied 
upon. Even the type-setting 

machines, w'hen introduced, failed 
to bring lihn loss of his position, in- 
stead he was promoted to heads- 
man, and kept the place as long as 
he was able to work. 

On June 17tl-, 1890, Mr. Leib 
was married to Miss C^airie, and 
leaves two daughters, the oldest 
aged nine years, and the other only 
eight weeks old. 

He was a member of the Episcopal 
Church, and was a regular atten- 
dant at the services of Rev. A. W. 
Mann here, and that he was pre- 
pared to meet his Maker, in whom 
lie had put his trust, we personally 
know. .Tust a week before he died 
we had occasion to visit him, and 
being asked if he were prepared, he 
answered that he knew his end was 
near, and was p«>rfectly resigned. 

Mr. Leib was of quiet uis(M)sition, 
retired rather than bold, kind and 
generous to all with whom he came 
in contact. We are sur(\ to the 
now bereaved widovv and fatherless 
children, the sincerest sympathy 
will go out. May the kind hand of 
the Father of us all bless them in 

ttieir iteoiiesi I rial. 
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of the track. The train was soon 
stopped, and assistance ran to the 
man, who was found lying at the 
rear end of the fourth car. Life 
was extinct. He must have been 
instantly killed by the blow. His 
little (laughter, who is only six 
y«>ars old, was near by when the 
a<'cideiit liappene<l. The remains 
were taken the same evening to the 
residence of his sister in Portsmouth, 
and whore the funeral services wore 
held Sundjiy afternoon. 

The deeea.Hed entered the Institii- 
tiou here in 18.')8, at the age of 12, 
and graduated seven years later,

Prof. William M. Herkeley, for 
thirty-five years a teacher of the 
deaf at the Virginia School for the 
Deaf and Blind, died at his home 
in Staunton at 5 o'clock Satur<iay 
morning, the 2d instant. Mr. Her- 
keley was born of an illustrious 
family in Ilanovor over sixty-two 
years ago, the son of the late Dr. 
Carter Herkeley, for many years a 
resident of Staunton. For a year 
past his health had been failing. 
Mr. Herkeley leaves a wife, former- 
ly Miss Ida Dowell, of Prince Wil- 
liam C\iunty, and four children — 
Anne, Mary, Parke and Willie. 
He was educated at the Virginia 
School, andj after completing the 
eoui-se he became an instructor in 
the school, where he ivmained all 
his life except while in the Con- 
federate army. Being deaf he 
should never have been admitted 
into the army, but he was Admitted 
and made a faithful soldier. He 
was shot in the head at Cedar Run 

Speaking of Mr. Berkeley's 
character, the Staunton Netcs says: 
" It is such a character as Prof. 
Berkeley's that make one respect 
and love his fellow man. Pure 
minded, generous, honest, brave 
and tender, he wronged no man in 
word or deed. He carried his 
religion with him in his i^aily walk, 
and set a pattern that any man 
may be proud to follow." 

Mr. R. A. Norris, a well-known 
deaf-mute citizen, of Albemarle 
County, ilied 'I'uesday last at his 
home near Free Union, in the sixty- 
seventh year of his age. The 
cause of his <)eath was dropsy, 
from wKich he had long been a suf- 
ferer, ^ix members of Iris family 
have died fronr that disease, among 
the last lieing a brother" who died 
recently. Mr. Norris leaves several 
children, three of whom are deaf- 
mutes. One of his daughters. Miss 
Mary Norris, was married a few 
weeks ago to Mr. John Hyera, of 
Botetourt County. 

Prof. William H. Tirrner, former- 
ly of the Virginia School, the well- 
known blind violinist, died in 
Roanoke, Monday last, aged thirty- 
one ycai-s. He was a sorr of 
Colonel Henry L. Turner, of Nor- 
folk, and was well known in the 
musical world. He was popular in 
Norfolk society, where his remark- 
able skill on the violin made him a 
favorite. 

Old a^e did not worry them at 
all. Miss Mary Turner, 64 years 
old, and Josev>h R. Ridings, 70 
years old, both deaf-mutes, were 
rnaisied May 15th, in North Car-o- 
lina. Both will reside in Elkton, 
Va. 

The closing exercises of the Vir- 
ginia School began with an enter- 
tainment Tuesday evening, and the 
following day there were exercises 
and the distribution of prizes and 
medals. On Thur.sday the pupils 
left for their respective homes. 

We are glad to learn that our old 
friend, Mr. Tom IVnn is doing well 
at Winston, N. C. He was at one 
time an expert newspaper com- 
positor, but he \\fu\ the misfortune 
to have his light hand mashed in a 
bucket factory several years ago. 
He will probably attend the Nor- 
folk reunion. 

Mr. S. 0. .Tones, of (lallaudet 
College, who was recently elected 
a teacher to fill the vacancy caus- 
ed by the resignation of of a hear- 
ing lady, will spend his vacation at 
his home near Carter's Bridge, Albe- 
marle County. 

Rev. .Toll Turner, with his two 
grandsons. ex|>ects to leave early in 
July for the Paris exposition, and 
will be absent about two months. 

Mrs. W. C Ritter, of Hampton, 
will visit relatives in Albemarle and 
Fluvanna Counties during the sum- 
mer. 

Miss liavinia Argabright, of Tilue 
field, W. Va., will visit her old 
schixilmate, Mrs. Frank Lindsay, 
of Charlotiesville, on her way to 
Norfolk.

the Association'H treahurer, lias ad- 
<ireBMed to the deaf of In(iiana, and 
wliicli we [)ut)liHi» in fhis issne of 
tbe JouRNAi.,, should be read and 
heeded by the deaf of other States. 
The AsHOfiation needs the active 
assistance, through membership, 
of every deaf-mute. Its benefits 
will be shared by all alike, and the 
f^reater the number of names on its 
roster, the more effective will be 
its work. 
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The National Assrwiiation of the 
Deaf ia not an or^tanization to pre- 
vent pauperism. The fact, is, there 
is very little pauperism araonfr 
deaf -mnt*«. They may belong? very 
lar|?o!y to the hand-to-mouth class, 
btit y/try tew are dependent upon 
public charity. Therefore, the 
\ itional Association does not re- 
' ' "lizc pauperism as a subject 
> >h which it has to deal, f-xccpt in 
lie preventative 
(•;i.Me of the deaf, 
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ttteir worth are withheld from them. 
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Deafness is not so very serious a 
matter in itself. It has Ix'en 
abundantly demonstrated that 
iieithctr in education nor in business 
need it be a bar to success. It is 
the extravagant estimate of the 
value of hearing placed upon it by 
those who have not by experience 
discf>verc<l how easily it may be 
disp(;nse(l with, and the |»e.ssirnisti<; 
views rejfardiriK the (>o.«Hibilitic8 of 
the deaf enteitained i»y almost 
rtveryone with whom they come in 
contact, that makes it [>eihaps the 
most important of all purely 
physical afflictions. 

Immediately it is discovere<l 
that a child is deaf, all the high 
hoi)estliat may have been entertain- 
ed for him by his parents and 
others of his family are abandoned. 
He is no longer expected to do 
more than to drag on a crippled 
existence. No one believes that for 
him there may be intellectual, 
business, or social successes. 
He is therefore allowed t/> run 
wild, no attempt bein;.' made to 
develop his mind, give him 
instruction or train him in 
itroper mental and moral habits. 
Did parents reali;^; that there 
••xisted in the little deaf child 
the same possibilities as in his 
hearinjj brothers sisters, only 
requiring .lifferent metho'ls for 
their developmeni, there might be 
.saved to him those precious years 
(luring which the mind most easily 
absorbs and most firmly retains 
knowledge, and when habits of 
I liout;lit and feeling are formed 
that endure through life. 

Aiifi how is it with the deaf child 
in our schools ? Our publislie<l 
statements of what is and may la* 
-iceomplished ia the educntion of 
the deaf are generally optimistic 
in the extreme, liut in private it is 
frequeully pe^s:mi.stic views ihat 
we hear ex()ressed, and Uw often we 
fiml it is ftfissimism that fixes t!ie 
limits of work to be done and 
governs tbe methods of instruction. 
We are told, i>n every hand, that 
."O much should not l>e expcctfid of 
(he de.if as of the hearing. We art- 
r-autioned to make their les.H )ns 
hhort and simiile, and after this 
advice has been followed tor years, 
until the mind has become stunted 
uiid enfeebled from la«k of intellec- 
tual foorl and exercise, we are told 
that thi.s is a natural cnns«qiierice 
of deafness. There are teachers 
who will not allow their pii|iilH to 
leid for fear they will thereby be 
confus«*d in the use of the few 
little nouns, verlw and adjectives 
they dole out to them. They are 
jtmu.sed at the idea of makirigeven 
our most advanced pupils acquaint- 
ed with the inspiring, ennobling 
thoughts of the great writers, and 
advise that they be kejit on simple 
stories from the Second or 'i'liird 
Itea/ler. (Others — one meets them 
everywhere — ask you what is the 
use of this, that, or the other branch 
of study for the rlcaf child, as if 
there could firofK'rly l»e any distinc- 
tion made tent of a 
deaf and a s educa- 
tion. From the Ijeainning totheend 
of the coursf), no knowledge must 
1)0 given that has not been masticat- 
ed and macerated by the teacher, 
no work must required that will 
(te concent n and 
i /it mental ex' no 
i\inL'uajre must be used in their 
lcs.s«^>iis but such as they are alrea/ly 
familiar with. Is it strange if such 
excessive, long continued striving 
after simplicity produc<.'S only a 
simpleton '{ 

The effect of this pessimistic 
attitude of mind is most disastrous 
to the teacher's work. It is quite 
dcMtriiclive to the interest and 
■ •> ■■ -mm that alone can prfaluce 
<ty results. Moreover it 
- ufKin the pupil, who seeing 
but little is expected of him, 
■ of himself, nn<\ I : 
to exfjel. If teach' J- 
woiihl believe that there is no 
esw;ntial mental difference Iwtween 
a deaf and a hearing child, and,

distrust of his abilities as at school. 
There seems no one who cares to 
employ him. Where the hearing 
youth applies ten times for a posi- 
tion, the deaf must apply a hun- 
dred. Finally he manage • to slip 
into a niche somewhere, ai:d in a 
short time his employer ficknoy- 
ledges his deafness is liiit lit lie of a 
disadvantage, and. Usually, that it 
is more than compensated for by 
extra devotion to duty. After a 
time, a vacancy occurs in a higher 
position, and the deaf m;in applies 
it, but his employer Hserls that 
deafne.Hs is an insurmoiintalile dis- 
qualification, and promotes a less 
capable hearing man over liis heail. 
If he pei-sists — does not b«;come 
discouraged — he may, after a long 
time, gain the coveted promotion, 
t)Ut in the next step he c icounters 
the same obstacle, and «> it con- 
tinues to the end. He m::v fail to 
give satisfaction at no point, l.uthe 
is always obIi>;e<l to fi; hi the pre- 
judi(!e that would limit his ad- 
vancement. tJountle-!s examples 
could l)e given in illustration of 
this. f>ne deaf man eniploycd in a 
large printintr offic^e, worked his 
way up until he stood rn-vi in line 
for promotion to the forenuinship, 
for which position he <'aiefiill> pre- 
pared himself. When the vacancy 
occurred, he applied, but was told 
that it was impossible for a d'af 
person to fill the position satisfac- 
torily. He j)roinj)tlv resigned, and 
started in business for himself. 
His firnployer smiled on hcarirg of 
his intentions, and said he might 
return to his plac:- wii'H ho tire<l 
of his experiment, i/UJ Jie h«s nnt 
yet t.aken advantage of the idfer, 
having built u[) a prosp -ions and 
growing trade, much of il at lli'-ex- 
(>erise of the firm that rein--e'l hiiii 
the opportunity to better himself in 
their employ. Another deaf mai 
started in the engraving business 
under like circumstances, and now 
employs more hands tloin the firm 
Ihat he left. It is seldom, however, 
that it is j)r)ssible foi the deaf to 
cut thunselves loose and take f'eir 
future into their own hands .Jter 
this fashion. We have in nii.-id a 
deaf rnan who ranks amniK Ihe 
foremost teachers of the deaf in the 
r-ountry, and whose executive abi- 
lities have been proved under 
many circumslane -i-. Diiriti;; a 
long illness of his principal, he dis- 
eharKcd his duties, without com- 
plaint, so far as we hfive heard 
Hut when it became necessary to 
make a permanent appointment, he 
w/is passed over and a liearinij man 
was called from a (listanl State to 
fill the position. This may have 
l>etn for other reason than his 
deafness, but more likely it was 
merely another illusfraticm of the 
]>rejudice that so often refuses a 
<leaf man the opportunities that 
arc accorded a he«riuir man as lii» 
rii{ht when he ha-t provetl himself 
worthy of them. O le of the largest 
and best private si-hools for hear- 
ing lioys in I'hiladephia is presided 
over by a man who is totiilly deaf 
and dependent upon lij>-re idin;;, 
and the satisfaction parents express 
with -his management is proof tliat 
deaf iiess alone is no disqualification 
for the position. 

How may this state of affairs be 
remedied';' First, we mist, so far as 
p<jssible, educate patents to be- 
lieve in the capabilitie.H of their 
deaf childen and show them how 
they may be developed, Secon<l, 
we must have for tcaehers men and 
women of liberal minds find broad 
sympathies, who areenthuMiastic in 
ttieir work, la-lieving in the possibi- 
lity of their pu|»ils' elevation anrl 
'leveling themmdves 1o this end, 
rather than to the easier task of 
stooping to their level. We must 
cultivate in pupils the amijition to 
excel, and give them the develop- 
ment of rnin<l and character thai 
will enable thein to overr"^>me, for 
themselves inflividually, and for for 
tiie deaf as a class, the prejudice 
they must encounter in the world. 
And, above all, our institutions 
should set the example of liiierality 
in ther judegiiient and treatment of 
of the deaf whom they may employ. 
No pupil can be made to believe 
that a deaf man may amount to as 
much as one who hears, so long Jis 
he sees discrimination made between 
the two classes by the very people 
whf> try to imijress this truth upon 
his mind. — F](lH(/rial in Ml, Airy 
Worhl.

Mr. John P. Walker, Superin- 
tendent of the New Jersey School 
for the Deaf, was paid a lieautiful 
tribute by the deaf of this city, In 
recognitioir of his good work 
among them during twenty-nine 
years, on Saturday afternoon last, 
in the last closing hours of the 
School. It consisted of a visit to 
Trenton l)y fourteen of our deaf, 
the delivery of addi-esses, and the 
presentation of a handsome silver 
loving cup in the chapel of the 
School. 

The whole affair was secretly ar- 
ranged. The Phlladelpliiaend of it 
was in charge of a com re it tee, con- 
sisting of Messr-s. Thomas Breen, 
R. E. Underwood, and James S. 
Reider, and they were assisted by 
Messrs. Houston, McKlnnev, and 
Mrs. M. J. Syle, while the New 
Jei-sey end was skillfully managed 
by Mr. (4eorge S. Porter, assisted 
by Mrs. Porter and Prof. R. B. 
Lloyd. As the event was intended 
as a surprise to Mr. Walker, and i« 
was his intention to go to Newark 
that Saturtlay afternoon, it will be 
seen that it i-equired considerable 
"tliplomacy ■' on the part of Mr. 
Port(>r to keep iilni home. To make 
sui-e of it, he also took Mrs. Walker 
into the secret, and her services 
rendered the success of the event 
complete. 

The Philadelphia party arrived 
ill TwMiton at about half-past two 
aiHi went direct to the School, at 
the upper end of which, by previous 
•irrangement, lh(>y met .\ir. Porter 
and Prof. Lloyd. They conducted 
il to a b.ack gate, where entrance 
was gained to the chapel almost 
unobserved. It was learned then 
that Mr. Walker was in the fond 
einiirace of Morplieus. Poor inno- 
cent .sou I ! 

No time was lost then in arrang- 
ing everything necessaiy. The 
lights were turned on, and the cup 
uniiacked and placed on a stand on 
the platform and cover<Ml with a 
tablecloth. When all was in readi- 
iie.ss there were between forty and 
fifty admirers of the " young Super- 
intendent" circled about the plat- 
farm. Mr. Walker was then sent 
for and told that he was wanted in 
the chapel. He responded with 
irreat promptness Entering by the 
main door, he was given tlieChatau- 
qua salute, supplemented with a 
hilarious demonstiation. 

For a while hla surprise seemed 
to know no bounds, as he viewed 
the coinpauy of friends frmn the 
threshold. He would have con- 
linued in this position longer, had 
not .Mr. Porter conducted him to a 
seat on the platform. 

Mr. Thomas Breen, as Chairman 
of the ('up Committee, then ad- 
dressed hlni briefly, apologizing ''or 
stealing upon the grounds. llis 
people, he continued, had only 
made a friendly " raid," meaning 
no harm, and they were very glad 
to see him once more. They only 
liorc good wishes foi him, antl hail 
come specially to show him their 
appreciatitm of his many kindly 
acts and sei vices rendered to the 
deaf of F'iiiladelphia during his long 
residence among them.

[At this jt^ncture Mr. R. E Un- 
derwood unveiled the cup amid ap- 
plause.]

A long iH>riod of your life— twenty-nine 
years— has bwn dcvotinl to the oaus9 of 
ednoating the de^U' of Pennsylvania. Your 
tidetitv to the profession in this longtime, 
when Wtter opportunities for advancement 
might have lured you away from tne work 
of teaching the deaf, ivnders you even more 
wortliy ot the honor we now steek to iKwtow 
upon you. 

Not al>>ne have von labored f<jr the mental 
uplifting of our class, b\it you have sacri- 
tided u>uch time that you liave a right to 
call your owti. or that may have been pre- 
occupied, in cnti rinu to our desires and 



Mr. Walker, in a feeling re- 
sponse, accepted the gift. He said 
that he could not plead surprise, 
that he was no longer surprised at 
anything the deaf of Pennsylvania 
<li(l, that he had gotten so ac- 
customed to seeing them perform 
loving and appreciative acts that he 
would now be surprised if they 
should let a week pass without 
doing some kindness to some one. 
He spoke of his very long and 
happ3' association with the donors 
of the cup, and sjild that It was 
true that he had the opp')rtunlty at 
times, during the past thirty years, 
of extending a helping hand ; but 
that he felt that the deaf had on 
the whole left him a heavy debtor, 
and that he found he would In the 
brief years to come be wholly un- 
able to ever requite their goodness 
to him. (Hearty applause ) 

Mrs. M. J. Syle was then invited 
to the platform, and in a neat little 
speech, in behalf of the ladies, re- 
membered Mrs. Walker with a 
handsome floral offering. Thus 
Mrs. Walker, who had only been 
expecting to see her husband sur- 
prised, was herself taken unaware. 
She was grateful for the honor, but 
modestly declined to make a speech. 

Prof. R. B. Lloyd then spoke for 
the New Jersey deaf. Among other 
things, he said they had only known 
Mr. Walker for a brief time, and 
that thouL'ht they had not given 
him a token of their appreciation, 
he felt that he spoke truthfully 
when he said that they were rapidly 
learning to admire and respect him. 

Other complimentary addresses 
were made by Messrs. I'orter, Duri- 
aii, Breen and McKinney, after 
which handshaking with Mr. Walk- 
er and an examination of the cup 
were in order. 

The cup is solid silver, with gold 
lining, and Grecian In form. It 
was made by M. F. Hamilton & 
Son, manufacturing silversmiths, 
on Thirteenth Street, below Chest- 
nut. It is about eight inches high 
without the base, which is to be 
furnished, and five inches in diame- 
ter at the brim. Two long handles 
adm-u its .sides. The following In- 
scription Is exquisitely engraved on 
it :
